William M. Tweed was born in the city of 
New York fifty years ego last April. His 
parents were poor people, and the boy was 
early thrown upon his own resources. He 
jearned the trade of a chair-maker, and 
worked at it fora few years. He soon be- 
game ambitious of political distinction, and 
to increase his qualifications and improve his 
ehances, he entered the University Law 
School, from which he graduated as a mem- 
der ol the bar. His power began in the old 
volunteer fire department of the metropolis.

In 1851 he was elected alderman from the 
Geventh Ward, serving in the Common 
Council through the years 1852-53. In the 
fall of 1852 he was elected to Congress from 
the Fifth District, which then embraced the 
Seventh and Thirteenth Wards of New York 
and the village of Williamsburg. Long 
Fand. He took hie seat in the House iu 
December, 1853, while his term of alderman 
was about expiring. He was thirty years old 
at that time, with the promise of a fair future 
beforehim. While in Congress he was elected 
School Commissioner of the Seventh Ward. 
The year after his term as representative ex- 
he was chosen to the board of supervi- 

sors, and continued to hold a place there

1861 he was candidate for sheriff on the 
Tammany ticket.

After retiring from office he cooked up a 
bogus claim aggregating $200,000 and de- 
manded its payment. Board of Auait 
refused to consider it, although Tweed es- 
used O’Bcien’s bad cause. To strengthen 
is chances of getting the money, O'Brien 
placed a confidential clerk in the comptrol- 
ler's office and secured transcripts of the 
fraudulent vouchers therein contained. 
Armed with these evidences of the guilt of 
his former comrades, he again demanded his 
plunder. It was again refused, The ring 
had grown so bold, and they felt that their 
lease of po was 80 long and strong, that 
could brave any exposure. 
hereupon O'Brien turned his evidence 
over to the New Lork Times, and that * 
printed ii. The effect was startling. ith 
one voice the people demanded the punish- 
mentof these men who had betrayed so 
t a trust. They were thrust out of the 
mocratic party, whose temple they bad 
defiled. Seid Judge Davis in sentencing 
Tweed: “O’Conor, who has been named 
here, and who holds the foremost rank 
in his profession, and who stands 
Without a stain upon a character as pure 
and noble as any man’s in this great 
city, immediately from his semi-retire- 
ment came and aided in the rescue of this 
city from its great corruption. And Tilden, 
who stood as the leading ma” in the head of 
the Democratic State Committee of this 
State, devoted weeks and months of toil in 
ferreting out these crimes, in ascertaining 
from these bank accounts what had been 
done, till he was able to lay before us the 
other day on the trial the result, crystalline 
in its simplicity, and so clear that no man 
could fail to read its meaning.” 
Against a feeling of wrath which was uni- 
versal, Tweed opposed the power of his ill- 
gotten wealth. He doubtless believed that 
no jury could be found toconvict him. His 
did not forsake him. While Con- 
nolly shrank away to other lands, Tweed 
stayed and fought it out. How the fight 
ended is told in the heavy sentence passed 
upon the great public plonderer.

We have never seen a pugilistic fight.

After many inquiries, we have at last suc- 
ceeded in getting the figures of the rain fall 
at this place since June, 1870, nearly three 
and a half years. Atlanta is in latitude 35:54

The one gueesing the nearest to the amount 
to take all the money. 

There were a dozen persons as much en- 
titled to the money, if shrewdness in gueas— 
ing was the test, as the one who took the 
pool,for there are always twenty-five tu forty 
thousand bales added for corrections at the 
end of the season, which no one can estimate. 
To make it more interesting,and to divide out 
the pool more generally we would suggest that 
the ten persons who come the nearest to the 
amount take the pool, this year, if there is 
one made up, in the following manner: The 
nearest guess take half; the next, half the 
balance, and 80 on, dividing it equally each 
time, until the two last will get equal 
amounts. Think of this,and adopt it, or 
some other equally generous plan. If any 
money is to be divided out, let it “go where 
it will do the most good.”
